He Exchanges Shots With Two Men

Judge Carnes Says Limit Is Monopoly 
The decision of Judge Carnes in Kane 
County circuit court Oct. 6, made plain 
the fact th at the number of saloons 
could not be restricted in a town. 
He 
also established the fact that licenses 
should be paid in advance. 
The case 
in point was an Aurora saloon, which 
paid $500 in installments. 
The judge 
held this illegal. In his decision the 
judge held that: The ordinance passed 
by the Aurora city council February 
4,1907, lim iting the number of saloons 
to 43, was void because it created a 
monoply by giving to saloonkeepers, 
who held licenses before the passage 
of the ordinance a chance to continue 
their licenses indefinitely. 
That all 
should be given an equal chance to se 
cure licenses even though it w as neces­ 
sary to draw lots when the number of 
applicants totaled more than 43. 
That the provision in the license or­ 
dinance making the saloon licenses 
payable in two 
installments of $500 
each, was directly opposite to the Illi­ 
nois statute and therefore the ordi­ 
nance is void.

while the fairies are supposed to hold on that 
night a grand anniversary, 
To accept the spirit of the season the de­ 
votee of Hallowe’en must concede that on no 
other night of the year do such supernatural 
Influences prevail as after dark on the closing 
day of October, 
According to ancient beliefs 
the spirits of the dead then wander about and 
in some instances the spirits of living persons 
are supposed to have the temporary power .to 
leave th*dr bodies and join the ghostly throng. 
Especially gifted with the power to converse 
with airy visitants are persons who have had 
the good torture to be born on Oectober 31, 
but other folks, also, tradition hath it, may be 
warned or advised by the elves. 
For all that such awesome doing are a t­ 
tributed to the mysterious spirits that are 
abroad on Hallowe’en these supernatural be 
lngs cannot be altogether ill natured, since 
they are willing without fee or reward, and on 
the condition of the performance of a very sim­ 
ple ceremony, to disclose to any curious young 
man or woman most interesting particulars

its predecessors. 
Particularly at the boarding 
schools for girls and at women’s colleges is 
there a fantastic observance of Hallowe’en. 
The invitations to a Hallowe’en party must 
above all else have the requisite of novelty. 
The wording may hint of dark secrets to be un­ 
folded, and as symbols of the occasion there

Hillocks cf Vegetables. 
At this time of the year farmers are 
busy making miniature mountains on 
their holdings, mountains that will be 
scattered over the countryside before 
the winter is over.

those formed of vegetable produce 
that must be kept for several months, 
and sold as occasion requires. 
Pota­ 
toes, beet-root, carrots and turnips 
are raised from the ground in Septem­ 
ber and stored.

He makes It on a

Over the sides of the cone more 
straw7 is laid, and on that again earth 
or. better still, turfs, with their grassy 
sides inwards. 
Bricks will not keep 
out frost, but straw will, and a well­ 
made clamp is frost proof and also 
damp proof.

A little imagination may be neces­ 
sary to construe the position of the paring as 
indicative of a desired letter, but usually this 
mental aid is readily supplied. 
Another mode of peeping into the matri­ 
monial lottery has been transplanted to Ameri­ 
ca from Scotland. 
By this plan .the young 
women go hand-in-hand, blindfolded, or at least 
with eyes closed, to the cabbage patch and 
each pulls the first plant met with. Earth on 
the root of the cabbage thus selected signifies 
dowry. 
The shape and size of the vegetable 
denote the appearance and size of the future 
spouse, while the taste of the heart and stem 
indicate his disposition. 
The Irish girls have 
a scheme for catching a glimpse of a future 
husband by throwing a ball of yarn out of the 
window, holding the end of the yarn and then 
rewinding it saying the Pater Noster backward 
If the ball of yarn, outside in the darkness, be 
watched carefully the young woman may hope 
to be rewarded by seeing the desired appari­ 
tion. 
In this same old-fashioned category is 
the legend which admonishes a girl to wet the 
sleeve of a shirt and hang it on a chair before 
the fire ere she retires on Hallowe’en. Then if 
she remain awake until midnight she may see 
her future helpmate enter the room and turn 
the drying garment. 
Entirely erroneous is the impression prevail­ 
ing in some quarters that all matrimonial prog­ 
nosticating, as carried on at Hallowe’en, is for 
the benefit of the fair sex. As a matter of fact 
there are numerous forms of divination de­ 
signed for the use of ardent swains. The best 
known of these is that wherein the smitten 
youth descends cellar stairs with a candle in 
one hand and a mirror in the other, hoping to 
find the face of a sweetheart reflected back to 
him. 
Especially adapted for practice by farm­ 
er lads is the hemp-seed ordeal. 
The youthful

lowe’en. and it is the night of all nights tor 
peering into the future, and particularly for 
discovering just what sort of husband or wife 
fate has decreed for the unmarried. 


Hallowe’en appears to be In its origin a cu­ 
rious combination of classic mythology and 
Christian superstition. 
For instance, the Ro­ 
mans had on November I a feast to Pomona, 
the goddess of fruits and seeds, at which time 
there was a formal opening of the stores of 
eatable laid up In the summer for use in win­ 
ter. 
This may explain the origin of the very 
appropriate plan of using nuts and apples in 
connection with the Hallowe’en festivities. On 
this same date occurred the great autumn fes­ 
tival to the sun, with which the Druids or an­ 
cient Celts celebrated thanksgiving for their 
harvest. 
On the eve of the day the Lord of 
Death called together the wicked souls that 
within the twelve 
months 
had been con­ 
demned henceforth to occupy the bodies of 
animals. 
Especially quaint has been the observance 
of Hallowe’en in Ireland, where from the earl­ 
iest days it was the custom for each house­ 
hold to set out on Hallowe’en the best viands 
it could afford, and apples and nub* were de­ 
voured in abundance. 
In some instances peas­ 
ants went from house 
to 
house collecting 
bread, cake, butter, cheese, eggs and other 
eatables for a feast. 
In many parts of Great 
Britain bread or cake has long been associated 
with Hallowe’en, and to this day the women of 
eome districts in England observe the custom 


of baking on that night a cake for every mem 
ber of the family. 
Centuries ago it was the 
practice to ring the church bells all night, but 
King Henry VHI. of England put a stop to that. 
In the United States at the present time 
there is comparatively little thought given to 
the history of Hallowe’en in connection with 
its twentieth century observance. 
Today it is 
above all else an occasion for sport and frolics 
and feasting in various forms. 
The customs 
which were once ceremonies of belief are now- 
observed in jest. 
Particularly is this the case 
with respect to the matrimonial forecasts, but 
naturally interest in these methods of learning 
fate’s verdict is not lessened by the knowledge 
that the same expedients were employed in 
deadly earnest by the belles of several hun­ 
dred years ago. 
The roasting of nuts is a 
time-honored Hallowe'en practice, and many of 
the ruses for learning fate’s decree in the 
m atter of matrimony are Identified with this 
feature. 
Inquisitive maidens are wont to place 
a number of nuts. each bearing the name of a 
lover, on the bars of a grate among the embers. 
According to the ritual if a nut cracks or 
jumps the lover will prove unfaithful, where­ 
as if it begins to blaze or burn he has a regard 
for the person making the trial. 
If the nut 
burns quietly and brightly especial sincerity 
of affection is indicated. 
Similarly, if the nuts 
named after a girl and her lover burn together 
an early wedding may be looked for. 
Apples, next to nuts, are the favorite vehi­ 
cles for discovering on Hallowe’en the inten­ 
tions (rf Cupid. 
Indeed, at the present time 
perhaps the best known and most generally

Father of Weather Bureau 


General Albert

One of the most 
thrilling 
events 
connected with Sherman’s struggle for 
Atlanta in 1864 occurred at Allatoona, 
Ga., when the small Federal garrison 
there was doomed apparently to fall 
into the hands of a division of the 
Confederate army, sent against it by 
Hood. 
But at the last moment, by 
means of the system of flag signals 
which he had invented before the war, 
when he was an assistant surgeon in 
the regular 
army. Brigadier-General 
Albert J. Myer, then in command of 
the signal service corps of the Union 
armies, was able to summon from 
General Sherman the assistance that 
saved the garrison. 
It was during 
this interchange of signals that Sher­ 
man sent the celebrated message that 
became the theme of one of the great 
gospel hymns of the world: “Hold the 


energy, while his eyes—so full of fire 
and yet so self-contained that they 
withdrew all of one’s attention from 
his other striking facial characteris­ 
tics—looked intently 
at 
me. 
“The 
very best of all reasons. 
It was while 
I was living in Buffalo, where I set­ 
tled after the close of the war, that I 
took up the study of the storms which 
sweep the Great 
Lakes 
and 
have 
caused awful devastation thereon. 
I 
discovered that almost all of the dan­ 
gerous storms for lake navigation are 
developed somewhere in the north­ 
west and then come careering with 
increasing fury across the lakes, ulti­ 
mately to disappear in the valley of 
St. Lawrence.

The late General Francis Amasa 
Walker, who died in 1897, when presi­ 
dent of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, was, in his lifetime, re­ 
garded as perhaps the greatest writer 
upon 
economic 
topics 
the 
United 
States bas ever produced. 
It is some­ 
times said of General Walker that the 
prevailing interest in economic ques­ 
tions which is now so characteristic 
of the people of the United States was 
in great measure due to his work. 
General Walker, too, organized the 
census bureau in 1870 and again in 
1880 as superintendent of the census, 
bringing the work of the census bureau 
up to its present high standard and 
Its far-reaching statistical authority. 
During the Civil war he gained a good 
deal of renown as a soldier. 
He en­ 
listed, when he was not long out of 
Amherst college, in a Massachusetts 
regiment, and came out of the strug­ 
gle a brevet brigadier general. 
General Walker’s pre-eminent abil­ 
ity as an economist he undoubtedly 
inherited from his father, Amasa Wal­ 
ker. who w;as regarded as one of tne 
highest authorities of his time upon

At the battle of Spotsylvania Court 
House General Walker was especially 
conspicuous for his courage and for 
the readiness with which he met dan­ 
gerous emergencies, as well as for the 
perfect discipline of the soldiers who 
wTere under him. * lie was severely 
wounded in that battle and when his 
mother was told of the wounds she 
simply said: “Well, he got them when 
his face was toward the enemy—I 
know that.” 
When convalescing from his wounds 
General Walker obtained a furlough 
and set out to visit his parents at 
their home at East Brookfield. Mass 
His mother saw him coming up the 
walk and met him at the door. There 
was kindly expression in her coun­ 
tenance, and at the same time anxiety. 
General Walker's first thought was

“The German obeyed and stood per 
fectly nude before the doctor. 
He 
submitted patiently and cheerfully to 
the thumping of his chest, to the tak­ 
ing of his pulse, and to the test of his 
lung capacity, and, 
in 
fact, 
went 
through a very thorough physical ex­ 
amination. 
Then the doctor told him 
to put on his clothes and go out into 
the main room and wait for further 
examination. 


of Jean Rihaut in the spring of 1562. 
This settlement of South Carolina by 
a Protestant colony antedates that of 
the English settlement pf Virginia by 
45 years, and was 58 years before the 
arrival of the pilgrim fathers at Ply­ 
mouth, Mass. 
But this settlement at 
Port Royal did not have the success 
that was hoped for it. and had to be 
abandoned—not before seed had been 
planted, however, that bears its fruit 
to this day. 
On landing, one of the first things 
the Huguenots did was to unite in a 
service of thanksgiving to God for 
their safe arrival. 
They erected 
a 
monument to commemorate the occa­ 
sion. 
To quote from the Rev. Dr. 
Vedder, “The stone pillar of John 
Ribaut was the corner stone of the 
temple of Protestantism in toe West­ 
ern hemisphere.” 
It w’as not until after the edict of 
Nantes, October, 1685, that the great 
immigration of Huguenots to South 
Carolina took place. 
Four prominent 
settlements were made—one on the 
Santee river, one on the Cooper river, 
one at St. Johns. Berkely, and the 
other in the city of Charleston.

of the first steps taken by each of 
these colonies w’as toward the estab­ 
lishment of a church wherein they 
might
